In planning for the ploy
ment of returning veterans and
displaced war workers the
State Reconstruction and Re-
employment. Commissfon esti-
mates that distribution, trade
and service enterprises will of-
fer more than one-half and pos-
sibly two-thirds of all postwar
jobs in California.

A report released today by
the state board of equalization,
in which wartime changes in re-
tail outlets in California were
analyzed, is the basis of this
and  other . conclusions.’ .

Students Buy
Big Sum in
War Bonds

Students of the southland’s
public, parochial and private
schools led all sections of the
country last semester in War
Bond buying, the average invest-
ment per student being $32.90,

This was announced this week
by- Avery  J. Gray, director- of
the schools at war section of the
treasury war finance committee
for this area, who was so ad-
vised by Daniel Melcher, nation-
al director of the education sec-
tion, war finance division.

“Southern *California has . a
right to be very proud of the
outstanding per capita record
made by its students, a record
which puts- them in first place
in the nation,” Melcher's letter
stated,
